PROMIRGLIGN OF SLAVE OLDING 
IN PINE cnuROW. 


The Genernl Conference of the Mothodist 
Episcopal Charch, which represents the largest 
Protectant denomination of this country, 
pussed, on Tuesday, a resolution which will 
mark a turning point in the history of the 
relation of the American Churches to Slavery. 
After a brief, and, a3 it seems, on the whole, 
dispassionate discussion, itwas resolved, by 204 
Yeas to 8 Nays, s0 to change the ‘,Genernl 
Rolo” as to forbid slayeholding altogether. 
Tho minority consisted of 3 delegates from the 
Weat Virginin Conference, 2 from the Ken- 


tucky, 2 from the LDaltimore, ond 1 from 
the East Baltimore Conference, All the 
delegates of the Missouri and Arknnsos 


Conferente, ns well ns the entire delegation of 
the Philadelphia Conference, which comprises 
parts of Maryland and Delaware, voted with 
the majority, So also did tho majority of the 
delegates from the Baltimore and East Bul- 
timore Conforonces. Tho delegates of those 
Conferences which lie wholly within the Free 
“States showed a very remarkable ununimity-in 
favor of tho report, not casting 4 single vote 
avainst it. Most of the speakers of the minority 
are known ag Anti-Slavery mon, aud announced 
themsclyos as euch, and they only declared 
thomaolves against the measure on the ground 
of expediency. 

Jn order to become an obligatory law, the 
resolution just pnsved must be presented to 
each Annual Conference, of which there are 
forty-cight within tho boundaries of the United 
States, and so soon as thre fourths of the 
members ofall the Annual Conferences who 
may ho proseut and vote thereon shall have 
concurred, tho proposed change takes offoct. 
‘As the voto of the Goneral Conference indicates 
this conourrence of the Annual Conferences & 
not in tho least doubtful, It may possibly be 
sejected by three, the West Virginia, the Ken- 
tuoky, mud the Bultimore Conferences, and a 
fow votes may be cast against it in two other 
Border Conferene Bast Baltimore and Phila- 
delphin); but all the others will pass it with 
entire, or nearly entire, unanimity. A year 
from to-day the yote of all the Annual Confor- 
‘ences will haye been ascortained, and then the 
Methodist Episcopal Church will take her place 
at the head of the Anti-Slavery Churches of the 
TDnited States 

‘Tho effect of this change upon the Anti-Slay- 
ery sentiment of the country cannot fail to be 
yharked. Hitherto only a number of the smaller 
donominations of the country had taken this 
position. Thus among tho Methodists only the 
Wesloyans, with a membership of about 21,000, 
tho Free Methodists ond tho» Independent 
‘Methodists, two small organizations of recent 
origin, bad excluded slavebolders from their 
communion, while the Methodist Bpiscopal 
Chureh, with about 900,000 members, only pro- 


Vidited tho buying and selling of slayes, gpd 
Ghembors) had uo gouornl Inw on the subjoot of 


elayobolding. Among the Presbyterians, the 
United Presbyterians (57,000 members), the 
Reformed Presbyterians (15,000), and the Free 
Prosbyterian Synod (4,000 mombers), did not 
allow elavebolding; while no such prohibition 
yeas enforced among the Old-School Prosbyte- 
rians (300,060 members), the New-School Pres- 
Dyterians (135,000 memborg), or the Cumberland 
Presbyterians (about 103,000 mombors). Among 
tho other denominations, ‘tthe United Brethren 
in Christ,” who number about 100,000 commun- 
jcants, and the Friends, adbored to a Slavery- 
forbidding polioy, while the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, the Roman Catholios, the Luther- 
fans, the German aud Dutch Reformed, and 
the Universalists refrained from legislating on 
the subject. 

Tho Goneral Conferonce of tho Methodist 
Episcopal Church consists only of clerical dol- 
‘egates. But the lnity, in this qdestion, are by 
no means behind the clergy. Ata General Con- 
yontion of Laymon from all parts of tho coun- 
try, which met in tho first days of’ the present 
weok in Philadelphia to momorializo the Gen- 
eral Conference for the introduction of lay dele- 
gations into the church assemblies, resolutions 
svore introduced in favor of tho abolition of 
Slavery in Church and Stato, and they passed 
without 5 dissonting voice, although many mem- 
Dera of the Convention wero known to haye 
had horetofore very consoryative views on the 
subject of Slavery. 

Now that the most numerous of the American 
Churches has placed itself at the head of the 
Anti-Slavery Churches of tho country, Wo may 
oxpoot that others will speedily, follow.

When Iancock’s cor 
was put in motion for Bowling Green 
oa Friday night, Leo bad alrondy 
abandoned Spottaylvania Court-House. ‘The 
attack by Rhodce’s division of Ewell’s corps on 
Gen, Grant’s rear on Thursday was undoubtedly 
to cover tho retirement of the rest of the army, 
and with aless resolute commander than Gen. 
Grant might bave availed to deloy pursuit still 
Jonger. When that attack was made, the ad- 
Yance of Leo's retreating army had crossed the 
North Anua. When Hancock started, he was 
too late to intercept or to overtake even the 
roar-guard of the Rebels. ‘Tho fight at Milford 
Bridgo was a sharp one, but was emall in 
numbers. With the exception of that enconn- 
tor and of cavalry skirmishes, there was no en- 
gagement north of the river—a fact which 
proves conolt

‘There can bo no 
question that the want of supplies 
svas one main cause that compelled him 
to fall back, and it is probable that in the ex- 
peotation of holding the Petersburg and Dan- 
Ville Railronds, and so of getting Richmond 
provisioned and insuring retreat whon neces- 
sary, Loo came to tho conclusion to abandon 
tho Virginia Contral without a struggle, and to 
snake no offort to’ bold tho North Anna lino 
uring tho short timo which would be ocenpied 
by Grant in forcing orin turning it, TheSouth 
‘Ama romains to him—a position seemingly of 
strength at its confluence with the Pamunkey— 
Dat thero is a good deal of testimony going to 
ghow that Lee docs uot mean to offor battle 
again outside the exterior defenses of Richmond

It mast 
have boon apparent to Gen. Sherman, before throwing 
his columns through thls mountain pass, (hat the cam 
paign into Georgia must be olthor a victory or a Moa. 
cow for tho Union Army, Viotorlous, as we are certain 
to be, the Robel cause in Georgia and tho wholo South is 
collapsed. Defeated, the onemy would havo {t in his 
power to Infilct a heavy blow upon us, auch as we have 
nevor experienced in the history of the war. 
Daring the afternoon the troops wore rapidly put in 
position facing that of the onemy, Gon. Thomos had 
moved to tho right, and the £d Army Corps, under 
Schofiold, Joined to tho left, facing toward Tilton and 
Reanoa “Active akirmishing commenced about 3 
o'clock p. m. Gen. Palmor pushed a reconnolasance 
doe east from Sugar Valley, and found the enomy along 
the Coosawattee River, which here makes a long bend 
toward Rosaca, the town lying in tho contor of tho 
bend. Crossing tho roilroad at Resaca, thé river rans 
south, and at o point on the right of our lino sweeps 
round in a carve, in the middle of which iso ford. Our 
Joasea wero not heavy during the afternoon, but tuero 
waa o heavy volley on our left, in tho direction of 
‘Tilton, about 7} p. m., tho rosalts of whion I’ hayo not 


i |lcarncd. The night passed quictly, oxoopt that there 


wna ono falas alarm on the loft that our pickots Wore 
driyon in, and tho word “ fall in" ronsod the army from 
its slumbors. ‘Tbe trouble was soon over, ond all hands 
laid down once moro to rest. 

MAY M4, 9a. m.—Firlng has again commoneed toward 
Resaca, and tho whole line has advanced. We sball 
havo o big fight to-day, or a foot-race. Haring started, 
whero can the cnemy moke o stand against such an 
army 08 now pursuos them, this side of Atlautat’ Per- 
bapa wo shell seo, toourcost, But I must closo, and 
"fall in" to witnoes tho battle.

HEADQUANTERS GuAND ARMY OP THE) 
‘Mississter1, 24 miles from Resaca, cat : 
Saturday, May 14, 184—evoning. 

Tho forenoon was occupied in skirmishing 
with tho advance no of the enemy, in whloh a fow of 
our men only wero wounded, Howard, with tho 4th) 
Corps, occupied Dalton this merning, and tho cars are 
now running to that plnoa. Tho enomy, agreeably ty 
programms, fell back to thelr works here, which nn- 
tnro, by the rlyer and the formation of tho ground, has 
mado formidable. 

Tho ecoret of their leaving Snake Crock Gap open 
now begins to be rexcaled. ‘hoy havo beon ooonpied 
upon defonatve works around Resacn for ale months, 
aud os in many, too many, oases heretofore, we aro now 
infront of thom, in the yory place of thoir own seleo- 
tion. Evory stop of our progress acoms to havo beon 
anticipated. In fact, there was but one avenuo of ap- 
proach for us. We aro engoged in o etroggle hero 
whlch will form an tmportant epoch of the war. ‘There 
Juss been no cessation of the roar of musketry for two 
andnbalf hours, Iregret to say that tho enomy havo 
tho preccdonce in artillery—unot because wo have not 
an abundance of batteries, but for tho roason thot but 
two or threo battorios, have found positions to bear on 
the onomy. ‘The conflict has beon sanguinary; we have 
lost heavily; we havo guined but little, thus far, to com- 
pensate for our loases, except to find tho enemy's poal- 
tion a most formidable one, Wo bave, as usual, under- 
cetimatod his strength, and bavo pald the forfeit. 

‘Tho enemy ocenpled tho enst side of Sequatchic 
Crock, abont two miles to tho left of Resscos, with 
their right and Jeft protected by ranges of rjde-pits in 
succosalve linos, and earthworks with batterics in po 
tion 60 a8 to sweep the two faces of their ling, Their 
center Was the apex of an anglo, located upon a spar of 
the mountain, 75 feet abovo the level of the Creck, and 
focod west, At tho right of tho enemy's position 
aro open fields of undulating ground, intersporsed with 
large trees, and underbrush. ‘The Une of the advance 
of tho 224 Army Corps, which wore the first troops to 
engage, was in o lino to the front and right of the 
onomy’s principal works, Torming in line of battlo in 
the fleld, and cdge of the woods, the column advanced 
half a mile over bills, and through ravines thickly 
wooded and filled with undergrowth and fallen trees. 
‘Tho Ist Brigndo, 24 Division, Gen. MoLean, was on 
the left of tho line, and the 2d Brigade, Gon. Mf. 8. 
Hasoall on the right. Tho lat Brigndo wos in advance. 

It was about 12 o'clock when the column got falrly, 
under way. It took half an hoor to pass over the space 
I have described, tho movement being considerably 
retarded by the denso undergrowth and fallon trees, 
‘The troops were not halted to form. As soon as the 
column reached the orest of tho hill over the velloy, a 
first ond fal vlew of tho enemy's position Was obtained, 
and the troops, now emerging in full sight of the enemy 
onthe opposite hil, found themselves in point-blank 
range of their gnns, at o distance of not over 500 or 600 
yards, ‘The hill on whloh our troops stood overlooked 
that ocenpled by the enemy, being 60 or 75 feet higher 
then theirs, and fell away ot o very etocp angle, about 
150 feet slope. ‘The enemy immediately opened upon 
tho whole lino with artillery snd musketry, Tho order 
then was, ‘“Charge," and forward went tho troops 
down the hill, gropo, canister and musketry roining 
among them. 

"Most of the officers dsmounted at the top of the hill, 
it belrig almost impossible to ride down; Col. Bond of 
the 121th, ond Licat,-Col, Sherwood of the same regi- 
mont, rode ahead on the right aud loft of their rogi- 
mont, A great many fell while descending this slope, 
and the Ist end 2a brigades reached the flat nearly to- 
gether, but with thelr lines considerably thinned. Five 
rods from the base of tho hill the lino reacbed a croek, 
which runs ina serpentine conrso through the valloy. 
‘Tho edges of this creck, which was threo feot deep, 
with a muddy bottom, end filled with water, were lined 
by thick copse of willow, and the opposite bank was 
{nterlaced with weodbine, grope-vine and other en- 
tangloments, purposely mado by the Rebels to stop the 
progress of the troops. Itadmirably answered the pur- 
pose intended. Here the Ine being intorrapted, was 
temporarily broken, for the fire became every instant, 
hotter. 

‘Mon by the score fell dead or wounded In the muddy 
wator of this brook; many stuck fast, and were ‘unable 
to extricate themselves, while others, wounded by shot 
and sbell, fell and were drowned. Tho Vanks were not 
high onongh to afford the slightest fprotection from the 
plunging fire. ‘Tho fow who struggled through the 
creek and the obstructions, ead advanced into the 


open fields boyond, instantly fell under tho enemy's fire. 
A very fow, wounded, ran for shelter behind tho scat- 
toring logs and dead trees, where they remained unable 
to move or show themselves until after dark. 

Tho two brigades remained in and along tho line of 
this creck, lying down for nearly a hour, making little 
uso of their arms; for when tho wen attempted to lond, 
tho brecohes of thoir guns were submerged, and tho 
charges thus renderod useless. May sat walst deep in 
the water, and had theiriammunition spotted. The two 
brigades were recalled to tho crest of the Lill, moving 
along tho ercek by the flank, until they ronohcd the 
noarest point to the base of the hill, and wont to the 
forest and reformed. Bere fragments only of the 
rogiments came out of tuis cartbly hell. Tho 2d Brigade 
went into the fight with about 1,300. Thoy brought out 
679, when formed the second time, The 107th Iinols 
was notin the first charge. Of oourse, there were 
many of theso missing, not killed or wounded, bot bad 
left the ine undor the murderous firo, and did not find 
their regiment. They all went in with knapsacks and 
blankets. ‘The roport of killed and wounded in the di- 
vision foots up 750—the missing in the 2a Michigan to 
bohcard from. After reforming, Gen. Judah again 
orderod the 9d Brigado forward. Up to this time there 
had been no artillery support whatever in front and no 
rocennolssance had been made, althongh the projecting 
spurs afforded good position along the whole crest of tho 
mountain. Oilloers stated, on coming ont, thot, hod 
thoro been battories in position, thé encmy’s guns could 
havo been ellenced, or their attention 80 diverted as to 
havo given matorial support to the advancing troops. I 
will boor toatimony that Capt. $hiclds, commanding tho 
19th Obio Battery, wos diligently searching for an hour 
or moro doring this torrible orisis for an ofllcer compey 
tent to order bis battery into a position ho had sclooted. 
Gon. Hovey’s division relieved the 21 Division on Sun- 
doy morning, and in turn were relloyed themsclves, 

THE SECOND ADVANCE AND BETREAT. 

‘The troops orderod to adyanco a second time were 
led forward into tho samo position from which they bad 
beon withdrawn, and were ordered to remain there 
until the artillery could be brought forward. They ro- 
mained horo for an hour, whon, os the batterics lad not 
yot arrived, they were ordered back to the top of the hill 
under oover, During this movoment of part of those 
regimonts, the enemy's attention being, meantime, oc- 
cupid by Gon. Cox, on our immediate left, but fow 
mon were sacrificed. An hour lator—ssy 4} p, m.—tho 
guns Were got in poaition at several places along tho bill 
to tho loft and oponed with somo effvot upon the onomy, 
and alenoed their gans. 

Gen, MoTLean bad his horse shot, and othor officers 
had their olothing riddled. 

‘Tbo wounded are coming to the rear, and are provided 
for in tho field and regular hospitals, whoro the arrango 
monta for thelr care and treutment are excellent, 
Nothing could excel the comploteness of the hospital 
arrangoments in the Army of the Cumberland, ‘The 
22d Army Corps also havo 6 hospital farorably located, 
to which all of thot Corps and thoso of somo others are 
conveyed. Tho Ambulanco Corps, under the Chief 
Capt. Windecker, ia partially organized, and 1s doing 
woll. Mooy of our Wounded aro still under tho onomy's 
fire and boyond our reach, Iying in the ditch, and bo- 
hind logs and trees for shelter. 

FIGHTING ON THE LEFT—COX'S DIVISION CARRIES 

‘THE WORKS AND APTRBWARD FALLS BACK. 
Gen. Cox, with his 3d Division, 24 Corps, bas been 
engaged on the left all tho afternoon. Crossing the 
low ground opon the road which leads to the loft, tho 
troops of Gen. Cox advanced under cover of the woods, 
near the edge of the open ficld, direotly toward the 
enemy's right, which is flanked by 8 long ravino run- 
ning back toward Resaca. This whole slops, like that 
fronting west, is covered with sucorssio linea of 
rifle-pits, aud there fa also an cartbwork having three 
faoes at the mouth of the ravine, which opposes their 
marob with grape ond oanistor. Major Wolls of Gen. 
Cox's atnif had catublishod m battery of brass 12: 
poundors in the opon Wheatfield which hud been ocou- 
pied in the morning by: the Rebel ekirmlsbers. ‘This 
battery, which wos one of tho first thot Lad been 
opened, capsized one of the enomy's guns, and after- 
ward sot firo to a houso in tholr rear contalning arms 
tnd musket ammunition, There was fort time o heavy 
volume of emoke and flome arising from tho oon- 
fingration. 

‘Tho troops steadily advanced andere heavy fire, and 
carried the ontar Une of tho enemy's rifle-pits, but bo- 
ing oxposed to the onfilnding fire, and wanting support, 
they wero compelled to retire, which thoy did undor the 
deadly hall of grape, shell and musketry. Tho division 
fog, during this brilliant assault, hod been planted at a 
considerable distance in the rear of the Rebel battery 
‘above deseribed. Thay retired under corer of the 
woods skirting tho valley, still keeping up thelr fire apon 
tho enemy's Line, Tho logses of tho 2d Division aro 
reported to bo largo in both offlcers nnd mon. 

‘THB ADVANCE OP THE FOURTH CORPS. 

At o'clock p, m., the 4th Corps are seen moving 
from right to left to the support of, or to relieve the 234 
Corps. ‘They move by the left flank, under cover of the 
hills, upon the donblo-gnick, and in oxcollent order, 
Now they helt, form in tivo lines, faoe to the front, and 
taro soon lost to view in the dense woods, advancing to 
tho attacl 

‘YE TWENTIFTH CORPS MOVE TO THE LEFT. 

From about 2:30 until 5 o'clock, p. m,, the 0th Corps 
yas steadily moving ronnd from right to, left. ‘Gon. 
Hooker and staif passed the center of the line about 44 
o'clock, p. m., riding rapidly by, and stopping only amo- 
ment to speak with Gen. MoLean, who was ongaged re- 
forming his soatterod brigade, The General’shorse wos 
shot under him, and ho had a narrow escaps while charg- 
ing infront of the line, Gen. Hascall led on ble brigade in 
oxcollent style, and with his staff was present at tho 
most important places, epconroging on the men, 

‘At abont 5 o'clock, p. m., sovoral battorics were put 
in position along the dilforent spurs of the hills, and 
opened upon the enemy, who roplied with shell and 
soll shot, ‘The enomy's shorpstootere, by their long 
rango rifles, muide it unwholeome to stand on the orest 
of the hilla overlooking the field, os thelr balls occasion: 
ally were heurd stripping the leaves overhead and com- 
ing far to thorcar. The 4th Army Corps relicyed o 
part of the 23a Corps during the afternoon. - Thoy 
moved by the flank ander cover of the hill, when, after 
passing a little {othe left of the conter, they halted in 
two lines, faced tothe front, and at tho word "For 
ward I" were soon buried in tho thick foliage, marching 
to the attack. They soon became actively engaged, 
and, during tho remainder of the doy, lost quit 
heavily. 

‘The 14th Corps skirmished with the enemy to the 
right of tho 23d Corps during the greater part of the 
doy. , In tho morning they hod on active ect-to, 
Tho enemy is ssid to be jargely re-enforced by Polk 
‘Wo havo thus far filed to make any very decided {n- 
pression npon the enemy's works, although the troops 
have fonght with desperate oncrgy and courage. Our 
losses must bo largely in excess of those of the enemy, 
ashe is behind his breastworks, In hls own position, 
and wo inthe open ficld—the sssaulting party. It is 
impossible to stato at present, in detail, the achieve 
ments of cach portion of the army, or of the different 
corps engaged. The courage of the officers and men 
hos beon 0 conspionous that any particular mention of 
indiyiduols would ecow invidious, Tho 23d Corps bos 
suffered greatly, and, in the trite pbrascology of War, 
may be sald to be badly out up, ‘The Important position 
assigned {t'mado this unnyoldable. It will be a dey oF 
two before ths reporta of losses are all in, and as Sight- 
ing is likely to continno untll the enemy is dislodged, 
there will be constant additions to the killed and 
wounded, At present I am only able to send the pames 
of some commissioned officers who have fallen, and the 
aggregato losses in o portion of the commands engeged- 

Firing continues—now en honrafler sunset, and stray 
shells come over the billa, exploding among tho amba- 
lances parked in tho open field. 

Gen. Sherman had # narrow escape from a shell which 
exploded in tho ficld to tho left of the Rebel center, 
where he, with Gen. Thomas, was watching tho pro- 
gress of the battle. The sbell broke the leg of » colored 
lad Who was assisting at the ambulances within a short 
distance of them. 

‘Tbe sudden and terrible mannar of the death of Capt. 


Englo has produced much gloom in th staf of Gun. 


Schofleld, Thobholl passed Just above tho General's 
bead, and nearly cut the Captain in two. Ho was riding 
next bebind Gon. Schofield. He spoke but a word—“0, 
my God, Tam killed,” and was takon Crom bis horse by 
two others of tho staf who wore riding besido him. 
Capt. Engle was councoted with the 15th Regular In- 
fantry, in which bo had but lately received notice of bis 
promotion. Ho belonged in Philadelphia and wos, I 
bellevo, a relative of Commander Englo, now or Inte 
Commandant at mall Yard: He was vory bighly 
esteemed by all his Rates, and was an oxoclont and 
efficient officer. 

Tforgot to mention, in tho proper plage, that Gen. 
Manson was slightly woanded in tho log, whilo loading 
his brigado, and soon aftorward knocked down by the 
‘concussion of s aboll which ‘oxploded close to his head, 
but fortunately without inflicting a sorious wound. Io 
wos removed from tho ficld unconscious, but has par-

Obituary. 

NATHANIgY HAWTHORNE. 
American letters have again experienced a 
notable loss, Mr. Nathaniel Hawthorne, widely known 
ag the euthor of several remarkable works cf lotion, died 
anddeuly at Plymouth, N. H., on the morning of May 19 
Ho had beon in but focblo health for somo timo past, 
and hed undertaken 9 Journoy in oonsoqnence. Ho 
retired as well os usual, and was found dead in bis bed 
about 3 o'clock in the morning by Mr. Franklin Picroe, 
{n Whose company ho was journeying. 
Mr, Hawthorne was born in Salem, Mass,, on tho 4tb 


‘of July, 1804, Ho geaduated at Bowdoln Collogo in 
1225, in tho same class with Georgo I. Chevver and 
Henry W. Longfellow, Frankitn Pjoree, who was in 
tho preceding clare, was his intimate friend. Upon 
leaving college, without entering upon the study of 
either of tho learned protcesions, ho devoted himnsclf to 
general Mteratnre, publishing in 1697 bis "Twice Told 
rule,” whieh at oneo attracted the attention aud aial- 
ration of tastafal and approgptive readers, ond finally 
decnme, to a certain extent, @ popnlas book, A scconil 
serles of theeo tales Was published in J€42. 3fr. How- 
thorno, {n 1838, was appointed a weigher and gusKer 
in tho Boston Custom-Honse, from which place Le wes, 
by 0 obange in the Administration, removed In 1611. 
To thon Joined tho eoctety at Brook orm 
whore, however, he remalned only for a short tle, 

turuing to Boston, where he resided until bis warring: 
$n 1813, Ho then retired to Concord, a tovrn which 
will alwaya bo fowous not ouly in onr political but our 
Vtorary annals, Tn 1e46, Mfr. Hawthorne wus nppolnted 
Survoyor of tke port of Salon, Tn 1649, having quitted 
office, daring is continuance in whieh he published 
Tho Soarlet Letter,” he removed to Lenox. Mass., 
where tho ‘Touso of the Seven Gabloz," prinsed in 
1851, was writton, Tis noxt novel was tho “Tlithe- 
dulé' Romance," printed in 1852, in which year he ro: 
tarned'to Concord, His life of Franklin Picrco was 
poblinted during the canvass which reealted in—Dfr. 
Piereo's olection; and the mew President signified his 
gratitude, and at tho sano time gratified friendly fool 
luge long established, by glving Mr, Hawthorne the 
place of United States Consul at Liverpool, sald to be 
tho most Iueratiye nt that time in tho Preeldeat’s gift 
This office ho reaigned fn 1857, and, ufter o period of 
continental travel, returned to the Uuited States, since 
Which his "Marble Fany,"and work on "English Traits," 
have been published. Teside the boots alrendy enu

morated, Mr. Hnwthorto wos tho author of *frao 
ries from History and Fdography" (1851); "Tho Won- 


der Book, for Boya and Girls” est); “The Snow Im- 
peo, and other Twice-Told Toles” (\852); "Tuuglowood 
Vales" (1853). He ulso edited "Journal of an Afrivan 
Cruiser (1845). 

Mr, Hawthorne's reputation ns n yemarkable writer 
of fiction, and an agrooable ecsayist, Was by no means 
confined to the United States, Hia most important 
works havo been ropnblished and wilely read in En- 
gland, and some of them, in the form of trenslution, 
have been popular in Germany. 

It is hardly necesenry for us at thia time to attempt 
any critical estimato of books eo well known to th 
reading public as thoso of MraHawthorne. If his ad. 
mirors have not been eo nomerons as those of m: 
other authors, they bave been warm and steady 
fs snfe to aay that his place in literature na & gre 
original writer is, anontly settled. Tis bos! 
perhnps too often pitched inn minor key to gratify the 
multitude. It is trae that ho is tot without a rare vein 
of hnmor, still morp fascinating, perbaps, beowuse it ts 
nover boistorong, which etrangely tempore the somber 
tone of his poges; but tho prevailing spirit of bis writ- 
inga Ja somewhot melonoboly, and it occastonnlly rises 
Into tho welrdly tragical. In some of bls books this is oar- 
ried to a tragic plteb, whiob the reader, even of ordinary 
soveitiveness, finda almost patuful, #e is a master of that 
unusual art, ofencr professed thiun excelled in, of lend 
ing to etrictly natural events tho decpest interost 
of the supernatural, Ho mukes living men and women 
doa ghostly work; and heise consummate oreator of 
pictureequences of situation. Some of tho,ecenes in the 
“Soarlet Letter," in tho "Fousa of Soren Gables," 
and in the *Blithedolo Romance,” havo a terror akin 
to that with which in ebildbood we trembled over tho 
pages of Mra Kadoliffe; yet Mr. Haxthorno workéd 
only with howely and almost unberoie waterinls, and in 
tho most remarkable of thesg works had po historical or 
legendary assigtauce. In this rare gift he wes not un- 
Mike Mr. Charles Brockden Brown, the earliest Amori- 
can novelist, who had, however, but a slight tingo of 
Afr, Haythorno's philosophioal sabtlety, We hovo al- 
ready Unded to his humor, and wo need not eay that ho 
had also the quality of pathos which is rarely separated 
from the humérons. Thero are passages in tho Soar 
let Lettor” ospeotally of womon's loye oud safforing, 
ond of maternal tendorness, whiok are not oly bardly 
surpageed by anything in English )iteraturo, but aro ab- 
solutely unique inttheir charaoter. 

‘Thos, one by ono, the writers who have created for 
usan Amerfoan literature, original and gelf-sustaiving, 
are departing. It io not enough to eay that they will be 
remembered through their own productions; but wo 
may fondly hope that they will always stand as the fore- 
most ploncere of a literature yet to achive more signal 
and important triamphs. 

GIACOMO MEYERDEER. 

‘This great droumstic-nusical composer died at 
Paria on the 2d of the present month, Ho was born at Bestin, 
‘on September 5, 17, and was therofore nearly 70 years old at 
the time of bis death His father was a woallhy Jowisb 
danker, aud the home of the youu composer was the resurt of 
the mout illustrious votarics in Berlin of literatare, science ond 
art, soveral wembera of the family being moreover distin 
subbed by thelr (alents and leaning Giacomo begun very 
carly to exhibit an intent lova of music, at fivo sears of ago 
being accustomed to play on the plano-forte, and at raven uble 
to play at concerts. “When ten years old, ho began to altempt 
composition, and, though without a theoretical kaowledge of 
(ho laws of harmony, produced pleces for the voce and piano 
with great fucillty. His teacher at this ino was Bervard 
Ansolin Weber, whose method of stlmelating tbe young pupil, 
and allowing him to writo cxerclses in tho cat abstruss 
branches of counterpoint without rendering hunabls to discon 
and cérrest thelr faulta, was not judiciour—in fact, Webei 
himself was uot a rufficiently educsted musician to detect 
these errors, and on sending a MS. by Glacomo to tho famous 
‘AbbS Vogel, that accomplished Ioetructor, the most colebrated 
of his day, retarned it, soying that It wes bat ono string of mals 
takes Tho young student, then 15, dotermlued at once to 
place bimeclf under Vogel's taitfon, and proceeded to D: 
ttadt forthe purpose. Hees be mot with Kaci von Webcr, 
alto rtadent, and e clote friendship was formed betwean tho 
trro, whigh was only tarniinated with Yon Wober's life.

How to Make Hard Soap,—B. ‘V', Bannirt, New-York, 
furnishos tho following receipt: Take one pound of 
concentrated potash dissolved in 12 quarts of water in 
8 Kottlo caloulated to mnko the soap, add to the loy 5 1 
of grease, and boil low until it becomes soap, which 
wall take from one to five hours. Add water to tho ket- 
tlo as it bolls down; Keep about tho sauo quantity in 
tho kettlo until it becomos soap. ‘Then add ounces of 
common soap and boll 10 miantos, which will soparato 
the water from the soap. If rosin is wanted, molt that 
Sn a aeporato kettle; add ley to it until tt becomes 
thick, which will tuke about one quart toa pound of 
rosin, ‘Thon add the rosin to the bolling coop, before 
the salt ja ndded, The ault causes the soap to separate 
from the wuter ai@ risoupon the top, When cold it can 
bo taken off or dipped into molds while hot. ‘The above 
linrd soap inay be perfumed Just before it ts cool. It 
will be understood that wheri tho ley {3 too strong it will 
Dot mako soap, thorefore if the kettle, while bolling. is 
hot Kept with about tho samo quantity, the ley would 
boll down too strong bofure the avap is mado, 

"Remedy for worms in seed corn.—Il. A, SHELDON of 
Baddiebury, Vermont, ends the following: “Last 
season my sect corn failed to come np, and the planting

rhe Honey-Bee in California. —S, W. Jewert aonda tho 
following: © Within a few yeara, many abive of boes 
bus been Imported into this State and Oregon. It fs 
poy fully demonstrated that the climate is congenial 
wad that they aro very prolific, and manufacture a food 
quailty of honoy, equal in flavor to apy Eustorn honey, 
except that from whito clovor, Bees on this coast ai 
interior gator much of thelr sweets from the willow 
nd the oak. Plants in tho morning are often covered 
with tho honey dew. When young swarms omigrate, 
thoy accept the Dest ncgommodations which thoy san 
find.  Somotimes their lodgo cousists of a standing hol. 
Jow tree, or truak upon the ground, whioh is often filled 
with bee and honey. Quite ofton, they ocoupy burrows 
in tho ground, the home of wild Denets euch us the wolf 
and the badger, Many cattle annually dio iu this Stato; 
sometimes their flesh is entirely consumed by inecoto 
‘and small animals, leaving only the bouca and hide in 
quite s perfect stato, In Santa Barbara, tho ottoution, 
Of w geatleman was called to examine tho carcass of au 
ox, then aisnittiug ot oach ond the egress and ingress 
of numerous Winged insects; at ono end ho soon with- 
Grow his band, aud a comb well filled with honoy. ‘This 
imuch increased his excitemont and curiosity. After 
‘well proparing himself for the oontest ho made an as- 
Soult and soon came off victor, taking from them a booty 
of over 2W pounds. I gow the: notice of an Aparion 
Who set up % lorgo healthy swarms at San Jost; the 
season and pasture proved fine for thom. Thoy'soon 
multiplied beyond all expectation. Whon tho honey 
nnd swarming scason was well gver, ho conveyed thou 
by boat to Stockton. ‘Thoro sot them up ogain. It 
Was said, at the final close of tho season, tto bees Lad 
wultiplied thely eolonfea to more than ovo thousand, and 
tho amount of Loney exceeded twenty tune. Good 
swarms multiply about four times aud young colonics 
tyvico in favorable yeare,’

Talk About Fruit. 
‘The discussion of the Club, on May 12, was 
opened by an inquiry of J. Sheldon, Alfred Center, N, 
Y., whether the cio of sweet fruit, {f engrafted into 
tho branch of a gour trea, will produce fruit as sweot as 
though sot in stock of ite own kind, Ho says: 


“In our orchard ure two trees, ono being Rhode 
Island Greonings and tho other Golden Sweets, the 
Greenings being grafted in o sweet and the Goldon 
Sweets in a sour tree. a 

“'T notice, overy year, both varictios aro quite emall 
and covered with ‘black mildow epota, whilo tho samo 
‘yarlotios which hed beon grafted in trees of a like kind 
were smooth and large.” 

Prof, THURBER sald thot this {s not a now question, but 
it is doubtful whetber the'fruit is affcoted by tho stock, 
or by the pollen of blossoms of a different variety, A 
lotter from nn experienced fruit grower in Washington 
County, New-York, soya, that Winter opplos grown In 
onorchard where ‘no other yarieties grow, will keo} 
Detter than & grown In orobards of ‘mised fruit, which 
he attributes wholly to tho influence of pollen. Prof. 
‘Thurber oxprosssd Lis beliof in the influence of pollen, 
moro than stocks or locality. All fruits may not bo 
aafected in this way, but it lent least roasonable to sup- 
poss that gomo wil he. “We know that all the ouonrbita 
‘amily mjx readily, ond 60 does corn. Some scnsons 
pollen appears to imix moro roadily than others. It ia a 
vory interesting matter £0 know how far fruit may 
aiéoted in this way, It is possiblo that eovoral thio, 
now looked upon as phenomena can be explained by tl 
theory of pollen impregnation, 5 

Groping —A. He Minas, Middlebury, Vi, writes 
Moy 9: "In regard to grafting, tho proper timo will 
yary with different latitudes. ‘Itis now Just the right 
tims here, and moy be snoccesfully performed for two 
yeeks to come, provided the ofons havo been carefully 
preserved. I profor fresh-out olons if I can got thom; 
Dat thoy can bo used only when tho buds oro avelling’ 
after tlie leaf begins to appese it is too late. Ploms: 
need to ba grafted earlicr than apples—as oon os ma’ 
bein the Spring. T huye some that I gratted tho Sth 
of Moroh, which was the first worm day wo had boro, 
‘apd they aro now coming out, Taleo grafted some tho 
Sth of April, the noxt warm doy, and thoy aro doin; 
Well. Tprofer spice grafting whero T can get small 
trees (and it is of not much nso to graft any others), 8 
it does not injure the tree, aud leaves no soar. Imako 
my wax by melting togethor one ounce of tallow, two 
of beeswax, aud threo of rosin, then turn it into water, 
and work iin tho honds—the longor tho better, ‘This 
Will not melt in Summer nor rack in Wintor, It is not 
absolutely nccossary to wax tho ends of the cions, bat I 
prefer to do eo, as they then keep fresb, clear’ to tho 
ouda" 

Mn RXOWLTON gave tho following as the composition 
ofa wax. to bo uscd warm, with o brosh: Rosin, two 

arts; black pitch, two parts; white piteb, tallow, and 
Peeswax, each ond part, A’ man can get a hundred 
grafts a day moro with liquid than with bard wax, We 
Cut up and fix the grafts ready for uso before com- 
miencing to set them. ” We do not lose three per cent, if 
tive operator 1s eareful to got a propor union of the bark 
of cionand stalk. Ifthe bark of the stalk ig thick, set 
the clon alittle inclining outward. We have to heat 
the wax tty often.

‘Mr. PARDEE suggesg¥l keeping St warm by packing 
tho pot in a box or basket, with ‘sume non-conducting 
material.

This is not tha apple-treo borer. It is a now pest; 
that ie, now in tbls part of tho ceuatry, Wo hare seen 
somothing similar to St infesting oak trees in Louisiana 
and other Southera Statos, but that is a larger inscot, 
fond is well known. It cuts off the ondg of the limbs, 80 
thint thoy fall to the earth. We judgo: from tho appear- 
uve of this limb that that is not tho effect of thia borer, 
but iv must be destractive to fruit prospects, Will Btr. 
Everott sond speoimen to some good entomologist? 
Dr. Fitoh, Stato Entomologist of Now-York, would givo 
the subject a careful investigation, His post-ollice ad- 
dross is Greeuwiol,.N. ¥.
